The Mackenzie Administra- 
tion 

Whatever may litive lieeu lliu OErbi'fl 
aud indiscretions of* the Mftcdonald- 
Cnrtier Administration, tho impartial 
historian will touch with lenient hand 
the faults of the mon in consideration 
of the great work of empire they luiv 
accomplished. On the shores of tho 
Pacific, especially .recoUections of them 
will be kindly. 1 henfi can ho no de- 
nial that tho true t friends of tho Into 
Ministry regret ami condemn some of 
their transactions in connection with 
the granting of the railway charter to 
Sir Hugh Allan; but it is impossible, it 
would be ungrateful, for British Col- 
umbia to forget that thesequestionable 
transactions were resorted to in t'u; - 
therahce of a policvin which she had 
an especial interes^ttAnd yet, if in 
tho crisis .which drove these men from 
oliico may be discovered the nation's 
verdict against a lax political morality, 
there -will bo less occasion for regret. 
But,' leaving tho dead past to bury its 
dead, let us turn to the living present. 
Glancing at tho now Cabinet, wo dis- 
cover in it some of Canada's best pub- 
lic men. Of the Premier little need be 
said, so much is already known. Em- 
phatically a self-made man, ho has, in 
less than a quarter of a century, raised 
himself from the position of a working 
stone-mason to tho proud one he occu- 
pies to-day. It will bo unnecessary to 
sny that the man who hos succeeded in 
doing that must be possessed of ability 
and parts of no common order. En- 
tering Parliament in 18C1 , four years 
later he was offered and declined a 
seat in tho Cabinet, and ever since 
Union he has been the-xecognized lead- 
er of the Opposition in the Dominion 
House of Commons. Nor has his Par- 
liamentary career been unfruitful in 
important public measures. In politics 
Mr. Mackenzie has ever been a consis- 
tent and earnest (possibly -ultra) Re- 
former. Next to the Premier, and in 
some respects his equal, comes the 
Hon. Edward Blake, M.A. If Mr. 
Blake's political career has been more 
brief than that of his leader, it has 
been no less brilliant. It will bo re- 
membered that he, with Mr. Macken- 
zie, formed the Ontario Government, 
upon the downfall of the Handheld 
Macdonald Administration, and that 
they both left«it last year in compliance 
with the provisions of Costigan's Bill. 
Mr. Blake is Minister of Justice without 
n portfolio, or, more properly, without 
pay; and in this circumstance may be dis- 
covered the high and unselfish order of 
the' man's -patriotism. He is willing to 
serve his country and scorns to take pay. 
The Hon. A, A. Doripn will he well known 
as leader of the Rouge or Liboral French 
Canadian party, a position which he ha* 
liekl uninterruptedly ever since his entry 
into Parliament, and during which lie has 
been a. member of several Administra- 
tions. The remaining members of the 
new Cabinet are men of less political 
note, some of them almost new to public 
life-, who have their political record yetto 
make. The fourteen seats are thus distri- 
buted: Ontario, six; Quebec, three; Now 
Brunswick, two; Nova Scotia, two ; Prince 
Edward Island, one— Manitobaand British 
Columbia being left out in the cold. It 
remains to lie seen whether Quebec will 
be content with half the number of seats 
appropriated to Ontario. Hitherto she has 
had an undue control. It will readily be 
inferred that we regard the new Cabinet 
as by no means weak. Whether it shall 
be enduring must depend to a groat ex- 
tent upon a policy still undeveloped. To 
tho late Administration British Columbia 
gave a hearty support , because she con- 
ceived its policy to be for tho good of the 
Dominion in general aid her own hi 
particular. Lotus hope that she may 
have as good reason , if not better, for 
giving an equally liberal support to tho 
present. Of one thing Mr. Mackenzie 
may rest assured: If he shows an honest 
and earnest disposition to -fulfil 
the terms upon which sho was induced to 
enter Confederation, British Columbia 
will endeavor to forget all the unkind 
things lie said about her while occupying 
the Opposition Benches, anil wo shall 
soon be excellent friends; but we give him 
timely warning that any attempt to violate 
or even palter with Treaty obligations 
will bo met with determined opposition 
and an appeal to tho Quoen; Let us hope, 
however, that there may bo no occasion 
for complaint, in this respect, Men who 
have gained oliico upon the basis of a 
higher political morality can hardly bo 
suspected of beginning by breaking faith 
with tho Pacific Province.

Europe. 

London, Nov. 8— There is a decidedly 
bettor feeling in tho monoy market this 
morning. 

It is tho general opinion that the rate 
of discount at the Bank of England will 
bo advanced on or beforo Thursday at 
noon. Tho Bank Directory havo posted a 
card announcing that no change has been 
made in tho rate. 

President Castellar and Gen. Sickles, 
U. S. Minister, wero in conference for a 
considerable time yesterday. Tho cap- 
ture of tho Virgiuius is understood to bo 
under consideration. 

Paris, Nov. 8— Tho threo Bureaus of 
the Assembly, which deferred until to- 
day naming their members of tho Com- 
mittee on tho prolongation of President 
MoMahon's power, havo elected Count 
DeRumsat, Loon Hay and LaBoulaye — all 
members of tho Left. Those elections 
givo tho Republicans a majority of ono in 
the Committee. Tho result caused most 
intense osoitoment: 



Eastern. Statos- 

Chicago, Nov. 8— A Washington spo- 
cial says Carl Hchurz has como back from 
Europe well satisfied with tho relative 
prosperity of America. He says Austria 
is rotion, France haggard, Spain hopeless 
and North Germany debauched with tho 
sudden influx of money. 

New York, Nov. 8— The steamship City 
of Richmond, which a London dispatch 
announces as over due, left this port two 
weeks ago to-day. She is one of the larg- 
est vessels entering port and ono of the 
latest additions to tlie Ionian fleet. 

Police Commissioner Obnfliok.who was 
expelled from the Tammany Society the 
other night on motion of John Morrissoy, 
has issued an order to huVo all gambling 
houses and policy shops in the city closed 
up immediately under pain of dismissal 
from tho Polico. 

Tho obsequies of Mrs. Mary Curtis 
Lee, widow of tho late Gen. R. *E. Leo, 
took place to-day in tho memorial Chapel, 
Lexington. The remains wero deposited 
by tho side of those of her husband in 
tho memorial room. Mrs. Loo was 07 
years of ago. 

Selma, Ala., Nov. 8 — Tho funeral of 
Gen "Hardee took place to-day. There 
was a very imposing procossion. 



The Dominion Parliament. 

Ottawa, Oct. 27. 
Tlie dense crowds at the doors mid 
in the galleries and the countenances 
of members indicated consciousness of 
impending doom. After some reports 
from Election Committees, giving throe 
additional Oppositionists seats in tho 
House', Mr. Lanthier moved a series 
of resolutions for an address to the 
Queen praying that an amnesty and 
pardon bo granted to all persons im- 
plicated in tho disturbance in the 
North-west, previous to those territor- 
ies coming under Canadian jurisdic- 
tion. 

Mr. "Wilton (Hamilton) moved the 
Address in answer to the Speech from 
tho Throne. He claimed that the 
questions arising out of the Railway 
Charter wero without prejudice rele- 
gated to Parliament, ami hoped they 
would bo approach jd in a calm, judi- 
cial spirit; expressed gratification at 
the proposed extension of the francliiso 
and introduction of the ballot; thought 
tho Pacific Railway should bo con- 
structed and owned by the Govern- 
ment of tho country. Mr. Baby, (in 
French) seconded tho Address. The 
The first clause having been road and 
agreed to, and the seoond section being 
moved, Mr. MeKcmde rose, amid loud 
cheering, to movo an amendment as fol- 
lows: — "And wo havo to acquaint His 
Excellency that by their courso in refer- 
once to tho investigation of tho charges 
preferred by Hon. Mr. Huntington in his 
place in this Houso, and under tho facts 
disclosed in tho evidence laid beforo us, 
His Excellency's advisers merited the se- 
verest consuro of this House." He spoke 
long and forcibly, and was frequently 
greeted with applause, He declared that 
ho would not depend upon tho support 
he should obtain to the amendment only 
on thoso who usually acted with him in 
the House. He knew that ho should se- 
cure the support of not a few who usual- 
ly voted with tho Government. Ho then 
traced the history of tho decline of tho 
Government until it received its final 
death-blow in the railway oharter'oorrup- 
tion; taunted tho Premier with standing 
in that Houso having a largo majority 
from his own Province opposed to him. 
He proceeded to review tho transactions 
connected with tho last great scandal, 
quoting from evidence and correspon- 
dence and socking to establish an inti- 
mate and direct connection between the 
payment of tho money by Allan and the 
pledge given to him with respect to the 
charter, pointing out tho absurdity of the 
suggestion that Sir Hugh advanced these 
large sums in aid of elections as an ordin- 
ary act of friendliness. Ho sketched the 
history of the Pacific Scandal in the House? 
and the efforts made from time to time to 
delay the enquiry, and tho evident col- 
lusion between tho Government and tho 
Speaker on the 13th August, to prevent 
any protest from being registered against 
the violent prorogation of the Hon^e. Ho 
had suggested to his friends that they 
should accept an adjournment, but the 
determination, as shown by tho proroga- 
tion speech, was not only to get rid of 
Parliament, bu* to setup a tribunal to try 
themselves. Ho had now proved tho do- 
liberate intention of tho Governaient to 
uso corrupt means to sustain themselves 
in power, and the measures they had 
taken to give effect to that policy. Mr. 
Mackenzie resumed his seat amid loud 
and ropeated rounds of applause. 

After recesB Dr. Tuppor replied in a 
spooch chiefly romardable for the exagger- 
ated declamation with which it abounded. 
He characterized tho charges as false and 
scandalous; adverted to tho unworthy 
means employed by tho Opposition; charg- 
ed the Opposition With being moro cor- 
rupt than tho Government ; justified tho 
negotiations with Sir Hugh Allan, and 
declared that -when tho olootions wero 
over ho did not know a single dollar had 
boon contributed by Sir Hugh. Hooom- 
plimentod tho Premier upon his unselfish 
patriotism in a long-lifo snrvioe of his 
oountry, and tauntod the Opposition with 



boing in league with those Booking tho 
severance of Canada from tho parent em- 
pire Ho admitted, amid Opposition 
cheers, tho advantages of occasional 
changes of Government, but denied that 
tho interests of Canada would bo safe in 
the keeping of Mr. Mackenzie^ 

Mr. Huntington followed, rebuking the 
discursiveness of the Minister, and, with 
catting sarcasisni', exposing tho reckless- 
ness of his assertions, expressing willing- 
ness to submit his whole course in con- 
nection with tho railway scandal to a 
Committee of the House. Ho contrasted 
tho arrogance of the Prouder before ho 
became aware that the documentary ovi- 
donco of guilt was in his ("Huntington's) 
hands, with his sycophancy after he 
learned the fact. After reading his ori- 
ginal charges, ho stated that Sir Francis 
Hincks had introduced tho Americans to 
Sir Hugh Allan. This Sir Francis denied, 
and a little scono ensued, which loft tho 
irasciblo knight in rather n worse position 
than if he had boon silent. Ho conclude 1 
a most ablo and effective speech amid 
rounds of applause, at half-past one in 
tho morning. 

IN' THE SENATE, 

On tho samo day, the Hon. Mr. Alexan- 
der moved the Addresa, Hon. Mr. Mont- 
gomery seconding. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Lotellier Do St. Just 
said ho did not intend to moo an amend- 
ment, but ho thought the mover should 
have made some allusion to tho Pacific 
Scandal. He condemned tho appoint- 
ment of tho Commission,, thought the 
Government had not manifested sufficient 
interest in getting tho Oath's Bill sanc- 
tioned, and oomplimented Senator Mac- 
pherson upon having come out of the 
railway affair with clean hands. 

Hon. Mr. Campbell complained that all 
the Government had ever done "or the 
country was lost sight of, and nothing 
heard but harping upon tho railway scan- 
dal. 

Hon. Mr. Macpherson congratulated 
tho country on the charter for making 
the Pacific Railway being given up. 

Hon. Mr. Christie spoke at some length, 
arguing that ho could not sou the sense of 
tho Parliament having the power of cloth- 
ing judges and polico magistrates with 
authority to examine on oath, and not 
having tho power of giving tho samo 
authority to its own Committees. 

The motion to adopt tho address was 
agreed to. 

Dominion Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Oct. 27 — Two additional sur- 
veying parties for the Canadian Pacific 
routo left Col ling wood to-day, under 
charge of Mr. \V. Murdoek, C. E. It is 
understood they proceed to tho Nopigon 
regian, and will be out all winter. 

GolTjInowood, Oct. 25— Wo regret to 
learn that Capt. Robinson, of the Canadi- 
an Pacific Railway Survey, died on board 
the Cumberland on tho morning of Wed- 
nesday last, the 22d inst. , of neuralgia on 
tho brain. His body left by this morn- 
ing's train for Portsmouth, near Kings- 
ton, where deceased resided. He leaves a 
wife and several children to mourn his 
untimely end. He was much beloved and 
respected by all who knew him, and tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Survey lose a 
valuable and eflicent officer. 
• Montreal, Oct 27 — It is now stated 
that a letter has been received from lteil 
by one of his friends in the city, dated 
from across the lines. It is maintained 
that he never crossed into Canada. 

Ottawa, Oct. 2G — The Opposition havo 
been endeavoring to induce Quebec Mi- 
nisterialists to insist upon amnesty for 
Riel, with tho hope that if tho Govern- 
ment yielded they would alienato On- 
tario supporters, or if they did not that 
they would lose French Canadian sup- 
port. It is said they aiso urged Mr. Oos- 
tigan to bring up tho Now Brunswick- 
School question for the purpose of alien- 
ating the Roman Catholic supporters. 

Prince Edward Island members have 
signified their sympathy with tho Oppo- 
sition and decline to move and second the 
address, as was intended. 

Langovin sent for Mr. Cunningham 
three times yesterday, but he did not at- 
tend tho summons. 



The Fate of French Mar- 
shals. 

Let me add that tho history of previous 
trials of Marshals of Franco is not calcu- 
lated to flutter the hopes of Marshal 
Bazaine. 

Tho ofllce of Marechal was instituted 
in tho reign of Francois I, and since 
then live Marshals have been tried, 
found guilty, and all of them executed. 

1. Marshal do Retz was hanged ami 
burned for high treason. 

2. Marshal do Biron was decapitated 
for conspiring! with Spain against hia 
friend and benefactor, Henry IV. 

II and 4. Marshals de Mareillac and 
Montmorency wero sent to tho scaffold 
for conspiring against the red man.Richo- 
lieu. 

5. Marshal Ncy was shot by the Bour- 
bons, in 1825, for going over to his 
old master Napoleon, on his return from 
Elba. 

Bazaino is tho first French Marshal 
charged with not having done his duty 
in the faco of tho enemy. — From a Paris 
Letter.

The Australian Line. 

All tho uncertainty in regard to tho or- 
tablishmentof anoflicient lino of steamers 
between San Francisco and Australia, it 
seems, may bo sot at rest, there being now 
tho boat possible ovidonco as to tho truth 
of tho article which appeared in the^ C hron- 
ic!,: upon tho subject. Threo days ago, J. 
C. Morrill & Co. rocoivod a dispatch from 
one of tho most roliablo correspondents 
in London, Btating that arrangements 
wero sufficiently advanced to enable them 
to stato positively that the lino would bo 
opened on tho 10th of December by the 
sailing of tho first steamship from Sydney 
for this port, and that a regular monthly 
communication would be maintained both 
ways hereafter. It further intimated that 
Capt. Hall, American Consul at Sydney, 
who is tho principal movor iu tho enter- 
prise, has tho support of a London houso 
equal in standing to Baring Brothers. 
This houso is understood to "bo that of 
Jardino, Mathosou t C«,, whosocrodit on 
'Change is surpassod by few firms in Lon- 
don. This point being satisfactorily set- 
tled, all other considerations are but 
secondary, except in reference to 

Tim Clans of .meamern 
To be employed on the line. At first 
steamers will be chartered for the purpose. 
Thoy will bo the best that can bo obtained 
with excellent accomodation for passen- 
gers and also ample capacity fcr cargo. 
This arrangement, however, will bo only 
temporary, work being already commenc- 
ed on a contract for tho construction of 
four fino Clyde-built propellers of 2,200 
tons each, and providod with entirely now 
features as regards passenger accomoda- 
tion. Tho cabin will bo situated iu tho 
centre of each vessel, and thus occupy 
tho steadiest position. An improved me- 
thod for ventilating tho state-rooms has 
been introduced, as well as every known 
auxiliary of comfort. Tho stern, which 
has hitherto been devoted to cabin pur- 
poses, will be used for tho steerage, and 
bo fitted up in much hotter stylo than has 
hithorto been given to that class of accom- 
modation. 

Machinery 

Of the most approved character will bo 
employed, admitting of a regulated speed 
of twelve knots an hour. Indeed, no fin- 
er steamships of tho size will bo afloat. the 
agents say, and certainly nono bettor 
adapted for tho service in which they will 
be engaged. J. C. Merrill 4 Co. are al- 
ready appointed the San Francisco agents, 
and a member of tho firm, whom a report- 
er of the Chronicle saw yesterday, said 
that the lino will be managed in such a 
manner that, combined with tho superior 
accommodation offered by tlie steamers, it 
cannot fail to enlist the support of the 
English, American and Australian Gov- 
ornmonts, and make San Francisco the 
great centre of communication with the 
Colonies, alike for commorco and travel. 
—S.F.Ghronicle. 



Strange Soene in a Chieag-o 
Church 

Ciiicaoo, Oct. 19. — An extraordinary 
sceno oocurrod in the Calvary Episcopal 
Church, on Sunday last, which has so far 
escaped notice in tho local press. Bev. 
J. F. Walker, tho rector, was noticed by 
his congregation to be in apparently ill- 
health, and to read service iu the morning 
with an unusual feebleness. When, how- 
over, ho camo to tho sermon, ho broke 
down completely, and in a few startling 
sentences announced the reason. Ho had 
not dined tho day beforo, ho said, as ho 
had no money wherewith togo marketing, 
and all that ho had oaten on Saturday 
and Sunday was bread and butter and 
tea. When ho went home on Sunday ho 
was not sure that he should even find 
that. The congregation rose and depart- 
ed without any further sermon. Calvary 
Parish is not a very largo or wealthy ono, 
but is abundantly able to support its in- 
cumbent. Mr. Walker is a gentleman of 
ability, education and zeal, and his case 
will cause a sensation when it is now made 
public. 

I may add that Mr. Walker had invita- 
tions to moro dinners on Sunday last' than 
he could have eaten in a month; but his 
parishioners feel sore upon the subject, 
and think that the exposure was not at all 
seemly. Their negloct is probably owing 
to the fact that tho reotor has a small pri- 
vate inoomo of his own, which, however, 
is fully takon up in tho education of his 
ohildren. 

Mb. Srurgeon's Election Advice to 
Non-conformists.— Mr. Spurgeon, in 
the 'Sword and Trowel' for October 
writes: "As elections nre very numer- 
ous just now, it is hoped no non- 
comiormist will vote for nny man who 
will not aid in tho disestablishment 
of the Anglican Church.
